Truth is, rabies isn’t particular 
about victims. So far as is knowrn, 
all the warm-blooded mammals 
can come down with the disease. 
Even chickens, turtles and frogs 
have been experimentally infect­ 
ed. They are almost never infect­ 
ed in nature. 
Ma n Ca n Be Infected 
Unfortunately,

does become infected with rabies. 
In Illinois the disease has been 
seen in the dog, cat, fox, skunk, 
cow, horse, sheep, goat, pig. rac­

Now the animals 


are routinely vaccinated against 
rabies. 


Rabies is one of the few di­ 
seases known which always ends 


in death. Once the disease de­ 
velops to the point at which ani- 


1S 
mals show symptoms, death 
inevitable within a week. 


But rabies is not always easily 
recognized, 
even 
by 
an 
ex­ 
perienced 
veterinarian. 
Early 
symptoms may be no more than 
restlessness or the pupil of one 
eye being slightly larger than the 
other, 
t 
Luckily, not everyone exposed 
to the disease actually develops 


rabies. Figures show only one 
out of four persons exposed ac­ 
tually contracts the disease. 


This person, however, always 
dies. 
There are two main reasons for 
this difference: first, some strains 
of virus are stronger than others 
and overwhelm the body defenses 
more easily. Second, the amount 
of saliva injected into the wound 


may vary, even though the bites 
are of the same severity. 


In different animals, rabies acts 
different ways. Let’s take dogs 
first, since most human exposures 
aie from the canine clan. 


Many times a person takes the 
family dog into a veterinarian’s 


Office saying the pet has a bone 
in his throat. Sometimes he ac­ 
tually has. Other times the dog 
has his throat and jaw muscles 
paralyzed by rabies, and can’t 
swallow the saliva which drips 
from his mouth. 


This dog has a form of the dis­ 
ease known as dumb rabies. Soon, 
the animal will go into a coma 
and die. 


Furious rabies, a second form 


often begins with a change In dis­ 


position The dog becomes either 


unusually friendly or vicious. This 


is rapidly followed by drooling 
and a change in voice; then the 
animal begins to travel aimlessly, 
sometimes as far as 20 miles. He 
bit^s anything in front ot him, 
alive or not. In a few days he de­ 
velops paralysis and dies. 


But the damage has l>een done. 
Other animals have been exposed, 
keeping the disease alive and 
spreading it in turn. 


Cats are affected in much the 
same way as dogs. The main dif­ 
ference is that their actions be­ 
come more extreme. With dumb 
rabies, they often crawl off and 
hide, to die quietly. When they 


develop the furious type, they’re 
vicious beyond belief, often biting 
themselves in their fury. 


Farm Animals 


Cattle and other farm animals 
may become wild and attack any­ 
thing in sight. Or they may sim­ 
ply develop paralysis and die. 
Since most are not biting animals 
b> nature, they spread the dis­ 
ease by accident only. 


Skunks, foxes, and other wild 
animals act much like dogs when« 
affected with rabies. Merely see- j 
ing one around houses in daylight 
is enough to cause suspicion, for 
early in the disease they lose 
their natural fear of man. 


Suppose you suspect one of your 
animals has rabies. What should 


you do? These are the rules to 
follow: 


1. Do not kill the ammal; des­ 
troying the brain makes definite 
diagnosis impassible. 


2. Lock the animal in a securs 
place; rabid animals are unbe­ 
lievably strong but die within one 
week. 


3. Do not turn the animal loose; 
doing so will endanger the lives' 
of others and help spread the dis­ 
ease. 


4. Have the animal examined by 
a licensed veterinarian; he wifi 
tell you whether there is any dan­ 
ger. 


5. If you are bitten or get saliva 
on you, wash thoroughly and con­ 
sult your physician at once.

Senators Single Out 
Morse for Criticism

WASHINGTON — Senatorial patience with Oregon Democrat 
Way ne Morse is becoming ex hausted. Leaders of both parties are 
charging publicly what has been cloakroom sentiment for man> 
months — that Morse, by his frontal attacks on U.S. policy , is aid­ 
ing the Communist Viet Cong. 


Senate Democratic Whip Russell Long of Louisiana speaks for 
many of his colleagues when he labels Morse a crav en “ pnneaser" 
who is encouraging the Communists to prolong 
Vietnamese aggression. Singling out Morse and 
Ernest Gruening (D.-Alaska), Long asserted: 
“ At the moment the strongest single incentiv e 
for the Communists to march more troops into 
South Viet Nam are those Senators who are speak­ 
ing out against the policies of the nation.'’ 
Senate tradition of long standing holds that no 
senator may criticize a colleague by name. This 
tradition is now being ignored. 
“ Morse,“ say s Minority Leader Ev erett Dirk- 
LEWIS 
non, “ has become a sy mbol in Peking and Hanoi. I hav e read pages 
and pages of it, broadcast from Peking and Hanoi, ov er interna­ 
tional shortwav e radio. He is quoted constantly .’’ 


Not a day goes by that Morse is not lionized by the Red radios. 
Consider the following ex cerpts from recent broadcasts: 


“ In Ms Senate speech on 25 Feb., Sen. Morse again v oiced his 
disapprov al of the U.S. aggressiv e war in Viet Nam and especially 
attacked the gov ernment for using tox ic gas to massacre the South 
Vietnamese people . . . He asserted the use of tear gas by U.S. 
forces in Viet Nam v iolates the international conv ention gainst gas 
warfare.“ Radio Hanoi. 


“ Morse said that the most dangerous men in the world are not 
outside the United States but in the Pentagon. ‘They are leading us 
Into a massiv e war,* he said.“ Radio Moscow. 


“ The Oregon Senator said today that the J ohnson administration 
it bringing on World War III through its illegal aggression against 
the gallant people of Viet Nam.“ Radio Peking. 


Note: Morse, in the past fiv e weeks, has spent more than $15,000 
of the tax pay ers’ money by inserting in the Congressional Reeord 
sev eral thousand telegrams and letters he has receiv ed from v oters 
applauding his stand. 


Tho messages hav e taken up 172 pages in the Congressional 
Record. At M2 a page, 
that is $15 ,8 24. Many of those who signed 
the letters are familiar figures on the 
radical left. Rockwell Kent, 
for one, has for many y ears been a wheelhorse in the National 
Council of American-Sov iet Friendship, a group cited by Congress 
as a Communist front. Kent was once labeled a Communist by Louis 
Budenx , a charge he denies.

Th e side effects may in ­ 
clu de u lcers in th e mou th , diar­ 
rh ea, loss of h ail* an d a lowerin g 
of th e wh ite blood cell cou n t. 
Properly u sed, h owev er, th is is 
on e of th e best remedies for 
psoriasis. Oth er forms of treat­ 
men t are av ailable. Th ey in clu de 
cortison e, Hy bu rqu in , tar sh am­ 
poos an d flu ocin olon e aceton ide, 
bu t self-treatmen t will rarely giv e 
a good resu lt. 
Q—A y ear ago I h ad a 7!/2-pmmd 
boy wh o was h ealth y at birth . He 
liv ed on ly 38 h ou rs. An au topsy 
rev ealed th at h e h ad a sev ere 
h epatitis du e to an acu te in flam­ 
mation of h is left adren al an d 
aspiration 
of mecon iu m. 
Wh at 
does th is mean an d cou ld it h ap­ 
pen to an oth er ch ild if I h ad 
on e? 
A—Hepatitis an d in flammation 
of th e adren al are v ery rare at 
su ch an early age. Th e aspiration 
(in h alation ) of mecon iu m (in test­ 
in al debris of th e fetu s) is also 
rare. Wh en it occu rs it cau ses 
pn eu mon ia rath er th an h epatitis. 
Th ev ch an ce of th e recu rren ce of 
th e ev en ts y ou described are prac­ 
tically n il. 
Q—Wh at Is th e cau se of pan i- 
cu litis an d wh at can be don e 
for it? 
A — Th is disease, sometimes 
called Weber-Ch ristian disease, is 
an in flammation of th e fatty tis­ 
su e th at lies between th e skin 
an d th e mu scles. It is seen most 
often in women w’h o are between 
25 an d 40. Common location s are 
th e legs, th igh s, arms, abdomen 
an d breasts. 
Th e acu te in flammation often 
su bsides with ou t treatmen t, bu t 
recu rren ces are common . Corti­ 
son e speeds recov ery bu t, if th e 
disease leav es an abn ormally de­ 
pressed area, th is may h av e to 
be replaced by a graft of n ormal 
skin an d th e u n derly in g lay er of 
fat.

George C. Bigley was killed in 
combat in Viet Nam with a 
green beret Special Forces u nit.

I’m going ov er for ev ­ 
ery body .” 
Bigley , who won his mother’s 
relu ctant permission to enlist, 
has been accepted for airborne 
training. His prime ambition, he 
said Wednesday , is to earn the 
right to wear the green beret, 
the sy mbol of the Army Special 
Forces u nit to which his father 
belonged. 
“My dad alway s wanted me 
to go to West Point,” Stephen 
said. “ Bu t I don’t hav e it in me 
any more. 
“I ju st w’ant to prov e to dad 
that if I can’t make West Point 
I can still make it somewhere 
else. I ’m not going to be a 
bu m.” 
Stephen was liv ing with his 
mother in a hou se trailer at 
Fori Campbell, Ky ., when word 
came that h;s father had been 
killed Jan. 3, 1965 in a Viet 
Corg attack. 
The family retu rned to Chica­ 
go and Stephen entered a local 
high school. 
” 1 didn’t like it.” he said. "I 
had too mu ch on my mind be­ 
cau se of dad.” 
So he dropped cu t of school 
and enlisted. 
His father, a v eteran of Army 
■erv ice in many parts of the 
world, 
serv ed in

Italian 
campaign in World War II. He 
was a member of Darby ’s Rang­ 
ers. a paratrooper and an ex ­ 
pert marksman. He held three 
Pu rple Hearts and three Bronze

Illinois registered professional 
nu rses face a critical “cou nt­ 
down” in fu lfilling increased nu rs­ 
ing serv ices prov ided u nder medi­ 
care becau se so many more 
nu rses are needed, warned the 
state nu rsing association presi­ 
dent today . 
In conju nction with the opening 
today of the “cou ntdown for nu rs­ 
ing” for Illinois Nu rses’ Week, 
March 20-26, Josephine A. Brandt, 
president of the Illinois Nu rses' 
Association, (INA), sou nded the 
alert for problems facing the pro­ 
fession. 
“We need more nu rses skilled 
in geriatric care to serv e the 
growing older popu lation and to 
prov ide medicare nu rsing serv ices 
effectiv e Ju ly 1,” pointed ou t Miss 
Brandt, who is director Of nu rs­ 
ing, Lu theran General Hospital, 
Moline. 
“Nu rses will be needed in hos­ 
pitals, nu rsing homes, and in pu b­ 
lic health to carry ou t serv ice 
u nder medicare,” said the presi­ 
dent. 
“The situ ation is compou nded 
by the v ast new responsibilities 
for nu rses created by an array of 
new technical equ ipment, su perv i­ 
sion of a health team of licensed 
practical nu rses and aides, and 
administration of techniqu es and 
medications u nknown ju st a few 
y ears ago.” 
Miss 
Brandt 
said 
refresher 
cou rses for inactiv e nu rses are 
being ex panded throu ghou t the 
state to attract back the married 
women needed to fill waiting 
nu rsing positions. “Ou r associa­ 
tion activ ely su pports recru itment 
of many more y ou ngsters into the 
profession,” said Miss Brandt. 
“One reason stu dents choose 
other careers is the low salaries 
paid nu rses,” she said. “The Illi­ 
nois Nu rses’ Association activ ely 
su pports nu rses’ efforts to im 
prov e salaries and working con­ 
ditions. Nu rses v olu ntarily hav e 
pledged not to strike, bu t we be­ 
liev e it is time that ou r economic 
statu s shou ld be raised to recog­ 
nize ou r increased responsibili­ 
ties,” emphasized the INA presi 
dent. 
The INA also is co-fou nder of 
the newly created Illinois Stu dy 
Commission on Nu rsing. The com­

MOUNT MORRIS - When the 
Rev. 0. D. Buck. 213 W. First St., 
was a youth between the ages oi 
12 and 16 he had an unusual col­ 
lection of bird, fowl, fish and 
snake eggs. He still lias his col­ 
lection that is well preserved 
even through the eggs were col­ 
lected 75 years ago. 
During a recent interview, he 
said he would pick them up from 
the ground, out of hollow trees or 
in buildings on the farm where he 
grew up and make a small hole 
in the end to blow out the con­ 
tents. They are as fresh today as 
when he found them. 


The former Franklin Grove min­ 
ister has 87 different varieties of 
eggs, ranging in size from an 
ostrich egg to a humming bird’s 
egg about the size of a small pea. 


Stored in cotton in small box es, 
the eggs range in color from the 
white to blue and speckled colors 
of various hues. He has. ex hibited 
his collection many times and be­ 
lieves that he has the only col­ 
lection of its kind in the United 
States. 


Rev. Mr. Buck said he often 
found freak eggs with some kind 
of irregularity.
